WICKEDNESS AND “WATER.” 
HERE seems to be a fair probability of 
the Five Cent Fare bill on the Elevated 
Railroads passing the brace of houses-of- 
wiseacres at Albany that profess to legislate 
so industriously and disinterestedly for the citi- 
zens of the Empire State. And this desirable 
consummation, if reached, must be attributed 
to the fortunately bungling lobbying of the 
creatures who are hired to protect the grasping, 
vulgar and selfish capitalists who own the glo- 
riously watered stock of these roads. 

The Arctic cheek of these money-grubbing 
humbugs is absolutely unique. 

These fellows go into an enterprise, the 
success Of which was a foregone conclusion. 
They get a charter from the legislature con- 
ferring privileges which ought never to have 
been conferred. Some of the best avenues in 
the city, regardless of the rights of property 
owners, are surrendered to them. On one 
avenue Mr, Cyrus André Field, the Prince of 
Snobs, puts up a one-legged beastly concern 
with bullyi..g conductors and cheap and nasty 
cars, every movement of which jar and rattle 
the whole superstructure. On all the roads the 
directors show their sense of justice and liberal- 
ity to their fellow-man by reducing the wages 
of their employees to barely living limits. 

But these proceedings are absolutely mild, 
compared to the manner in which they have 
manipulated their windfall. They pretend to 
have been out of pocket some eighteen millions 
of dollars—although there is not the slightest 
doubt it was a great deal less. By hocus pocus 
hanky panky, at any rate by a mere stroke of 
the pen, they add twenty-five millions to their 
expenditure and then have the “‘nerve”’ toask the 
public to help pay them some ten or fifteen per 
cent a year on capital which exists only in the 
imagination—when in reality they are getting 
a return of fifty or sixty per cent on their 
original outlay. 

‘‘Water” should be declared illegal; and the 
sweet little arrangement that the Metropolitan, 
New York, and Manhattan Companies have 
made among themselves ought to be upset by 
strong ex post facto legislation. Its existence is 
licensed extortion. 

Five cents will pay these elevated stock- 
holders royally, three cents handsomely, and 
one and a half cents well. 

The Five-Cents bill must become law, even 
if Mr. Cyrus Field has to entertain fewer titled 
noodles in consequence.

IM: THOMAS NAST is a professional 


cartoon-manufacturer, who has been of 

great value to Messrs. Harper and Bro- 
thers, by supplying them with a large number 
of cartoons that have been much praised by 
the critics of Peoria, and have given real pleas- 
ure to the people of Kalamazoo. 

Art-students who have examined Mr. Thomas 
Nast’s cartoons have expressed the opinion that 
they are made bya machine. We have no de- 
sire to pry into the secrets of Mr. Nast’s private 
business. Perhaps he hacks out wis cartoons 
with a little hatchet. Perhaps he carves them 
with a snow-shovel. Perhaps they are a natural 
product, and he digs them out of a mine in the 
earth, We do not seek to know. We will as- 
sume that they are made with a machine, for 
we should really like to give Mr. Nast credit 
for some inventive genius. 

On this assumption, therefore, we will pro- 
ceed to ask Mr, Nast what is the matter with 
his cartoon-mill, It seems to be in bad condi- 
tion, 

Last week it turned out a cartoon which, to 
Say the least, is queer, coming from the manu-

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factory of a Bavarian cartoon-builder. The 
cartoon represents, as nearly as we can make 
it out, a machine-made Carl Schurz explaining 
to several machine-made Indians the merits of 
a new patent ballot-box, probably of his own 
invention—at least, we have never seen any 
ballot-box like it. It is quite flat, and opaque, 
and has a large ragged hole just where the light 
would shine if it were glass. Below this car- 
toon is some literature to the effect that it is 
Mr. Schurz’s duty to give the ballot to all ma- 
chine-made Indians. This work of art, how- 
ever, does not greatly interest us. It may not 
mean much; but it is quite harmless. 

The mistake that Mr. ‘Nast’s machine has 
made in this picture is shown in the upper part, 
where hang three machine-made figures, one 
understood to mean a Negro, one, possibly, an 
Irishman, and one presumably a German. 
These figures are labeled: ‘‘ Civilized by the 
Ballot-box.”

Or does Mr. Nast 
really mean us to understand that the German 
was an uncivilized barbarian until he dropped 
his first American vote in the box presided over 
by a Tammany heeler or a Ku-Klux desperado? 
We are inclined to doubt that the worthy car- 
toon-carpenter of Harper's Weekly means to 
make such an assertion. For if he should, and 
Art, Science, Law, Letters and Religion should 
step into the witness-box and tell what they owe 
to the alleged barbarians of Germany, Mr. 
Nast might have some difficulty in making out 
his case, 

Yet, it may be, the eminent contractor for 
cartoons is right, and no German can be con- 
sidered civilized until he has had a good dose 
of the ballot-box. In that case, we can only 
suggest to Mr. Thomas Nast, of Bavaria, that 
at the next general election he vote just as early 
and just as often as he possibly can.

This is not an advertisement. It is simply to 
point out to experienced and inexperienced 
American travelers that there is a delightful 
haven of rest at 449 Strand, London, always 
open to receive them with hospitable arms; 
where the free and independent American citi- 
zen can be in reality free and independent, and 
be put in the way that he should go, to avoid 
the pitfalls that for ever lie in the path of the 
perigrinating republican in Europe. Here are 
banking-offices and reading-rooms, with Puck 
and nearly every newspaper in the Union; em- 
igration, land, commission and shipping de- 
partments; express and storage divisions.

You 
Yankees think because we have encouraged 
you by buying your things, helping you on 
with Our money, you can do what you like 
with us. No! We remember how you turned 
us out of the country in 1776 and in 1812, 
and will take care you do not do it again in 
1879. If I catch that flag going up again I, 
for one, am ready to give you or-any other 
Yankee a builet from one of your own Colt’s 


pistols for playing such tricks here.

A BOWER OF BEAUTY 


FOR ONLY THREE DOLLARS AND A HALF. 
HAVE read of late a great many articles 
in the artistic magazines describing the 

‘= achievements of sundry decorative econo- 
mists who created ingenious abodes of beauty 
and taste in the most inexpensive manner; 
and believing such articles to be in demand, 

I hastened to jot down my own experiences in 

the cheap furnishing line, and offered the same 

for publication at Scribner's, Harper's and the 

Atlantic Monthly, but failed to dispose of it to 

either. I cannot imagine why it was refused, 

as it seems to me to be exactly in the proper 
style. The following is the article: 

Only Three Dollars and a Half! and I must 
construct for myself a home which would not 
offend my refined tastes, and which should in 
some measure symbolize the mingled strength 
and poetry of my inner nature. Well, as I re- 
cline in dreamy revery upon the Spanish Laun- 
dry Soap box which I have converted into an 
elegant lounge and look about me, a sigh of 
satisfaction escapes my lips, and as I straighten 
the last leg of my cbony escritoire I proudly 
pronounce the words, “‘ By hokey! I’ve done 
it.” I will tell you how. 

My uncle, with whom I lived, allowed me to 
make my home in a disused cow-shed; for I 
could not endure the kalsomined walls of his 
house, and the floors, covered as they were 
with carpet, lacerated my very soul and brought 
on a state of melancholy which even Howells’s 
thrilling tales of adventure or Richard Grant 
White’s poetical flights of fancy could not dis- 
sipate. So I removed to the cow-shed and 
prepared to make it 2 home of beauty. 

First I gave the walls a coat of Busby’s 
Liquid Blacking* [see ad. on cover], leaving a 
space at top and bottom for frieze and dado. 
These spaces I covered with sheets of wrap- 
ping-paper. On the frieze I painted a repre- 
sentation of a political torchlight procession 
and chowder-party in ancient Egypt in Indian 
red, which I produced, inexpensively but sow e- 
what laboriously, by rubbing broken bricks 
upon a flag-stone, a mucilage-brush furnishing 
a good implement with which to apply it. On 
the dado I, with the same materials, delineated 
a walking-match of storks among the bulrushes 
on the banks of the Nile. 

Now for the floor. A carpet was not only 
repugnant to my feelings, but expensive also. 
I concluded to stain the floor, but how? 
Chance favored me. Some painters were at 
work on the roof of my uncle’s house, and 
while they were absent at the noontide hour 
seeking nourishment, I borrowed their paint 
and consecrated it to the sacred cause of Art. 

The floor had now a beautiful brown sur- 
face, and possessed an adhesive quality which 
I utilized in fastening down my rug, which I 
constructed of an apron of my aunt’s, squared 
up and appliquéd with the feet of old woolen 
stockings cut into artistic shapes. 

Acting on the happy suggestions given me 
by the roof-painters, and with the same high 
motive, I then procured some planks from a 
neighboring lumber-yard, and constructed a 
big wooden mantelpiece, consisting of shelves 
placed one above the other. These I painted 
with the roof-paint, of which some still re- 
mained, and further decorated with broad 
bands of black; and when I had tacked upon 
the edge a fringe made of strips cut from a red 
flannel garment of my aunt’s which had been 
left out one night upon the clothes-line, the ef- 
fect was one of subdued grandeur. 

I then filled the shelves with a collection of 
bric-a-brac, old ink-bottles, flower-pots, pieces 
of - glam tomato-cans and decorated 
bricks. © ,

Upon the walls I hung Hera/d war-maps and 
allegorical designs by Thomas Nast, in lath 
frames. These suggested a love of the /dea/ 
in Art, which is one of my more prominent 
characteristics. 

In addition to the Spanish Laundry Soap- 
box lounge and the ebony escritoire made of 
laths which I have already mentioned, I made 
a beautiful arm-chair of Eastlake design out of 
an old hen-coop, covered with red flannel de- 
rived from the same source as the fringe on the 
mantelpiece. 

A drain-pipe standing on end and sur- 
mounted by a washboard formed a tasteful and 
appropriate pedestal for my great work in clay, 
representing Peter Cooper receiving the con- 
gratulations of Apollo and the nine Muses. 

A scrap-book containing mort:ary notices 
from London /unch, humorous verses by 
G. W. Childs, etc., and some copies of the 4+ 
lantic Monthly completed the contents of my 
Bower of Beauty and Culture. Why should 
any man of taste and refinement live sur- 
rounded by the products of commonplace. bar- 
barism, when by ingenuity, industry and a 
proper attention to the advertising columns of 
the magazines he can make for himse?f a con- 
genial home for the small sum of three dollars 
and a half?
